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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-8, drawn to an ear warmer with a proximal and distal portions, 
classified in class 2, subclass 208. 

II. Claims 9-17, drawn to ear warmer including a curved first portion, 
classified in class 2, subclass 171.4. 

III. Claims 18-23, drawn to a frame including an portion including a second 
portion having a thickness less than .06 inches, classified in class 2, subclass 200.1. 

IV. Claims 24-28, drawn to a ear portion including an extension portion, 
classified in class 2, subclass 209. 

V. Claims 29-31 , drawn to a method of disposing an ear warmer, classified in 
class 2, subclass 171.5. 

Group I claims an ear warmer including a proximate and distal portions that are 
not found in the other Groups. Group II claims a first portion being curved about a first 
axis that is not found in the other Groups. Group III claims an ear portion with a second 
portion that has a second thickness of less than 0.06 inches that is not found in the 
other Groups. Group IV claims an extension portion that is not found in the other 
Groups. Group V claims a method of disposing an ear warmer on the head that is not 
found in the other Groups. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group ll-V, Group II is not required for 
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Group I, and lll-V, Group III is not required for Group Ml, and IV-V, Group IV is not 
required for Group Mil, and V, and Group V is not required for Group l-IV restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
